ing. She needs that more than 
the Allies need the damages 
they claim from her. And be-. 
cause she does need it so sorely, • 
•he needs to pay those damages 
as an essential step in moral 
rehabilitation.

If Germany were to come 


out frankly and admit her re- 
sponsibility for the war, which 
she has not yet done, and ex-;] 
press an honest desire to make 
the utmost recompense \vithin 
her power, and set forth a plan 
for meeting the allied demands 
whose sincerity and adequacy 
were not open to question, and 
should start to carry out that 
plan without further prodding 
or compulsion, Germany would 
at once find herself well on the 
way to salvation. 


And can it be doubted that 


the way of honor would also 
prove to be, in the end, the way 
of prosperity? 
Righteous ful- 


filment of obligations prospers 
a nation as it does a person, by 
developing the moral qualities 
and habits that make lasting 
prosperity possible.
